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CASEY'S ADVENTURES. 

A MOUNTAIN MAIL (AKHIKH WHO I.IVKn I., It 
TEN DAYS ON TODACOO AND SNOW. 

Helena [Montana) Independent: — 
Casey carried what is known as the 
horseback mail, but which is, in fact, 
1 by a two wheeled vehicle like 
a sulky, from Sun River to the Twenty 
eight Mile Springs. On the 27th nit. 
he started from the former place. 
There was a blinding snowstorm at the 
time, and the track across the prairie 
was wholly lost. Ashe did not reach 
the end of his drive at the appointed 
time it was assumed that ho had lost 
his way, and this theory proved to be 
well founded. 

There were not wanting brave men, 
both at Helena and Sun River, to un- 
dertake the search for the missing 
but their most arduous efforts were in 
vain. On the 3d inst. Mr. Rowo reach- 
ed Benton, and was informed of the 
circumstance. Tho weather was fear- 
fully cold ; but this did not deter him 
from the attempt that humanity dic- 
tated. Mounted on a horse he set 
forth, and in due time found a dim 
where it" seemed probable that 
Casey had left the main road. Follow 
this, his labors were rewarded on the 
5th inst by finding the driver about 
twenty miles north of Twenty eight 
Mile Springs. 

When C las s y was found he was sit- 
ting in his cart, which the horse was 
drawing slowly and painfully along, 
lie was in 6 doze, and Mr. Rwwe shout 
ad to him once or twice before he was 
aroused to consciousness. It was then 
found that Imh right foot and It 
frozen to the knee, and that his left 
foot was in tho same condition. It is 
<\ that his injuries are not seri 
ous and that he will not suffer tbt 
of either limb. His story was soon 
told; and with his recol lections of his 

experience and what Mr. Rowe learned 
in his search the tale is wonderful be- 
yond fiction. 

The driver had been wandering over 
that trackless prairie for ten days and 
nights without food or shelter, and 
with a temperature never above zero. 
All this time he had moved in an al- 
most perfect circle and had picketed 
his horse and camped every night in al- 
most tho same spot. More remark 
able still, ho had daily passed within a 
mils and a half of the Twenty-Bight 
Mile House, which was his destina 
tion. All this time, amid suffering! 
that would have crushed an ordinary 

man, Bob Oassy had only one thought, 
that he must stay with the mail and 
get it through, whatever befell him.

The Callao, Lima and Oroya railroad, 
illy known as the Oroya railroad, 
now the Trans Andine railroad, is prob- 
ably the most wonderful railroadin ex- 
istence. It was contracted for by 
Mciggsin 1869, at the cost of 
$21,804,090, or 137,000,000 in bonds. 
Work was begun January, 1879. 
When commenced the English e. 
ny had got the right of way from Cel- 
iac to Lima, and Mr. NfeiggB could 
get no special rates for his material. 
The enormous OOSt of freighting ev 
erything for his road would make it 
ruinous for him to build. One day 
there appeared hundreds of men, evi 

dently making a railroad from Lima 
to Callao. The English company want 
to see about it, and then got out an 
injunction to stop the work. Mr. 
Meiggs calmly asked them whose land 
orkinen were on, and they found 
he had quietly bought up all thai 
land, and was building u private road 
on bis own ground for his own use. 

Leaving Callao. the road to Lima 
is in the finest condition. Ballasted 
with cobble stones no dust arises ; 

four separ commodate dif 

ferent parts of the city. No one who 
makes a round trip on the road ever 
repents it, and seldom desires tl 
ond. The heights and distances arc 
so great that few heads are not affect- 
ed.
